The craftsmen o f Liberty Village, attired 
in clo thing o f the perio d, demo nstrate their skills and 
their pride o f wo rkmanship as they make by hand such 
items as candles, blo wn glass, ho rsesho es, rifles, brass 
and pewter ware, to o ls, cabinetry , and clo th. Pro fits 
fro m the sale o f these pro ducts pay salaries and sustain 
Liberty Village. 
“ The pro gress o f America in the last 200 y ears 
came because free peo ple in a free enterprise so ciety 
wo rked fo r pro fit, then reinv ested that pro fit, which 
resulted in the gro wth o f a great natio n,” say s Merritt. 
“ Free enterprise started in America with the small 
craftsmen o f the co lo nial perio d. The actio n o f o ur 
craftsmen demo nstrating their craft speaks lo uder than 
wo rds. The credibility o f the sy stem is unchallengeable 
when understo o d.” 
We salute Ted Merritt and Liberty Village. Long 
after the Nation’s Bicentennial is past, this uniq ue 
tribute to America’s beginning will be a living reminder 
of our priceless heritage.

WINDING DOWN 
THE WIND 
Ever since the Wright Brothers built the first one to 
test airfoil shapes, the wind tunnel has been an 
indispensible tool of the aircraft designer. Now 
architects and construction engineers are putting entire 
buildings in wind tunnels — in miniature, of course. 
As buildings reach greater heights, they deflect 
downward the faster winds encountered sloft. In some 
cases — most notably one involving a sky scraper in 
Boston — the high winds have tom off portions of the 
structure’s facade and broken windows. In high winds, 
ground- level doors may be difficult to open and wind 
paths are created around corners along sidewalks that 
are uncomfortable or dangerous to pedestrians. 
The wind effects on a 40-story office tower and 
pedestrian plaza planned for downtown Seattle were 
recently determined by Calspan Corp. engineers in a 
specialized 
wind 
tunnel 
simulating 
the 
earth’s 
turbulent atmosphere. 
An area of downtown Seattle about one-half mile 
in diameter was reproduced on an 8 8 -inch- diameter 
turntable. 
Models 
of 
existing 
city 
structures 
surrounded the 16- inch- high tower in its center. By 
rotating the turntable, the model city was subjected to 
wind flow from 36 directions, from less than one mile 
an hour to more than 60 miles an hour. 
By tracing the wind paths created and by making 
modifications on the model, the engineers were able to 
show architects how to improve their design.

Ev en in these day s o f wild 
spending and wilder inflatio n, 
there are fo rtunately still a few 
watchdo gs o f the tax pay er left 
in the United States Co ngress.

the size and co st o f go v ernment 
in o ur co untry in less than 50 
y ears and called attentio n to a 
few o f the latest ex amples o f 
fo o lish waste o f the tax do llar: 
In 44 y ears, since 19 30, 
federal spending has risen fro m

The eulogy — part of 
which Lindbergh had written 
himself — was delivered by a 
young Protestant minister, 
the Rev. John Tincher. 
Lindbergh penned these 
words: 
“ We commit the body of 
General Charles A. Lindbergh 
to its final resting place, but 
his spirit we commend to 
Almighty God, knowing that 
death is but a new adventure

remembering how Jesus said 
upon the Cross, “Father, into 
Thy hands I commend my 
spirit.”

Lindbergh was buried in a 
khaki shirt and dark cotton 
t rousers.

the art o f making go o d cheese. 
I hav e nev er seen any where 
the to tal number o f cheeses the 
French are suppo sed to make, 
but I’m to ld there are mo re 
than 100 v arieties av ailable in 
cheese sho ps and 
specialty 
sto res in the United State» 
alo ne, fro m so ft-ripened Brie to 
sturdy Po nt l’Ev eque. 
Centuries 
ago , 
so me 
o f 
France’s mo nasteries made a 
name fo r themselv es as cheese 
makers. Abo ut 100 y ears back, 
the Trappist mo nks, fo r in­ 
stance, ex perimented with bac­ 
teria and came up with a 
creamy creatio n kno wn as Po rt 
du Salut, the name o f the re­ 
gio n where their abbey was lo ­ 
cated. 
There are far o lder French 
cheeses, such as Gruy ere, with 
its delicate, slightly nutty fla­ 
v o r, which was first made in 
1288. Or the piquant Cantal, 
said to be the o ldest cheese in 
France. This is o ne o f the rela­ 
tiv ely few hard cheeses that the 
French go in fo r. It so mewhat 
resembles English cheddar. 
But my fav o rite o f them all is 
Po rt du Salut, and my fav o rite 
cheese dish is Quiche Lo rraine, 
that cheese and o nio n pie which 
can be serv ed as bo th an ap­ 
petizer o r a main co urse fo r 
luncheo n. 
Quiche was o riginally made 
fro m bread do ugh like the Ital­ 
ian pizza, but later it was re­ 
placed by pastry . And like piz­ 
za to day , there is a wide range

to calo rie-crammed desserts 
filled with rich custards laced 
with co gnac and to pped with 
whipped cream and fruits.

Theodore C. Merritt, a New Jersey brickmaker, has 
done more than that: he has recreated it.

“The kids are still learning it, they enjoy it, but they 
can’t execute it completely yet, ” Coach Lohr said, adding 
that the staff is pleased with the progress in general.

efforts on the Senate floor to 
evaluate the impact of year- 
round daylight saving time on 
energy savings and fatalities or 
injuries to school children. 
The resulting report by the 
Department of Transportation 
indicated that .75 per cent of 
electrical 
consumption 
had 
been saved during the months 
of January and February of 
this year because of daylight 
saving 
time. About one per 
cent was saved during March 
and April. The main fuel saved 
by 
the 
reduced 
use 
of 
electricity was coal. 
To the surprise of many, 
fatalities 
of 
school- 
aged 
children 
during January' and 
February 1974 decreased from 
the previous year. There was an 
increase of fatalities during the 
early morning hours from 6 to 
9 a.m. in February 1974, over

1973,

offset by a decrease of fatalities 
in the early evening hours. 
Late sunrises caused nearly 
all of the daylight saving time 
complaints in Missouri.

W hat’s m ore, when she complained about the situation to the 
plant manager, all he would do is smile and tell her, “ We like 
looking at big boobs!’’ 
Finally, in disgust, Carol quit her job and applied for 
unem ploym ent benefits. To her surprise, however, she was 
turned down. 
“ You quit voluntarily w ithout good cause, 
she was told. 
“ Consequently y o u ’re not entitled to benefits.” 
“ Y o u ’re w acky,” was C arol’s answer. “ I had darn good cause 
for leaving. My em ployer was a ‘sexist’ and so was everyone else 
at th e plant. Surely, a refined girl like me shouldn’t be required 
to continue to work in an office with sexy pictures of naked 
women constantly staring at me in the the face. It was demeaning 
to m e and females in general.” 
IF \ OU WERE THE JU D G E, would you grant the disgusted 
Carol unem ploym ent benefits? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that 
“ sexist” attitudes of an employer or employes does not 
constitute “ good cause” for quitting a job except where it 
produces actual sexual discrimination, harrassment or other 
grievous gounds for a reasonably prudent person to so quit. In 
this case, concluded the judge, in effect, pictures of bare­ 
breasted women and nothing m ore, did not constitute “ good 
cause” for Carol to have left her job.

The ovaries 
are a n a tom ica lly s e p a ra te d 
from the mouth or opening of 
the tubes. The egg is released 
by the ovary, passes a very 
short distance, literally in the 
open space, and enters the 
mouth of the tube. This means 
after the tubes are tied, ovula­ 
tion continues as it did before. 
The eggs, however, cannot 
pass down the tubes, so they 
are literally absorbed by the 
body They are not blocked up 


in the ovary, since they a re 
released as they always have 
been, into the free space. 


This actually is som ew hat 
different than the vasectomy 
in the m ale where there is a 
connecting tube between the 
body of the testicle to the 
prostate and point of exit of 
sperm cells Tying off the vas 
does block the emission of 
sperm cells, but tying off the 
tube in a woman does not 
block the emission of ova. 
Not all doctors are willing 
to do tubal ligations. It is 
against some doctor's r e li ­ 
gious code, and the same can 
be said about some hospitals. 
The only real way to find out 
is to discuss it with your own 
doctor, if one has reason to 
seriously consider such an 
operation.

good cheese

Winston Churchill is said to 
have muttered during one of 
France’s 
political 
upheavals 
that “ it must be difficult to 
agree on a government in a na­ 
tion that makes more than 300 
kinds of cheese.” 
Be that as it may, the French 
agreed long ago on one thing; 
the art of making good cheese. 
I have never seen anywhere 
the total number of cheeses the 
French are supposed to make, 
but I ’m told there are more 
than 100 varieties available in 
cheese 
shops and 
specialty 
stores in the United States 
alone, from soft-ripened Brie to 
sturdy Pont l’Eveque. 
Centuries 
ago, 
some 
of 
France’s monasteries made a 
name for themselves as cheese 
makers. About 100 years back, 
the Trappist monks, for in­ 
stance, experimented with bac­ 
teria and came up with a 
creamy creation known as Port 
du Salut, the name of the re­ 
gion where their abbey was lo­ 
cated. 
There are far older French 
cheeses, such as Gruyere, with 
its delicate, slightly nutty fla­ 
vor, which was first made in 
1288. Or the piquant Cantal, 
said to be the oldest cheese in 
France. This is one of the rela­ 
tively few hard cheeses that the 
French go in for. It somewhat 
resembles English cheddar. 
But my favorite of them all is 
Port du Salut, and my favorite 
cheese dish is Quiche Lorraine, 
that cheese and onion pie which 
can be served as both an ap­ 
petizer or a main course for 
luncheon. 
Quiche was originally made 
from bread dough like the Ital­ 
ian pizza, but later it was re­ 
placed by pastry. And like piz­ 
za today, there is a wide range 
of Quiche fillings, from the tra­ 
ditional bacon, cream and eggs 
to calorie-crammed 
desserts 
filled with rich custards laced 
with cognac and topped with 
whipped cream and fruits. 
Here is a slightly different 
version of the cheese and onion 
quiche, with ham substituted 
for bacon. 
1 package standard pie 
crust mix 
1 egg slightly beaten 
4 oz. Port du Salut shredded 
1 tablespoon chopped onion 
4 cup diced, smoked, 
cooked ham 
3 egg yolks 
1 additional whole egg 
4 teaspoon salt

Dash cayenne pepper
